PlayinK • brilliant game In the 
back division, the McGtll Rugby 
squad won the first match in tho In- 
tercollegiate League on Saturday 
afternoon, wh«n It defeated the 
Quran's tram at the old fcround» at 
KInKPton, by a score of 32 to 6- 
WItli the pxr.pptlon of tho first quar- 
ter, the Red and Whito squad kept 
the play continually In the Presby- 
terians' territory, and after the first 
twenty minutes the ultimate result of 
the match was never in doubt. Dur- 
ing thn last half, perfect kicking by 
Flanagan forced the play to the Tri- 
color line, and It was only the strong 
defence of the Queen's line that pre- 
vented Mcaill from piling up a larger 
score. 

Immediately the game wa.i over, n 
general meloc occurred in which tho 
players and spectators livened mat- 
ters up for five minutes in scattered 
groups across the field. Tho affair 
commenced over the right of posses- 
sion of the ball, and after the air had 
cleared, tho McGlIl squad left tho 
campus with the pigskin, and the dif- 
ference was forgotten. In the even- 
ing the squad was the guest of tho 
Queen's club at a banquet at which 
good-fellowship reigned supreme. 

While the game was not a particu- 
larly excellent display of Rugby, the 
sensational work of the McOill backs 
and the line plunging of the Queen's 
men provided plenty of thrills for tho 
two thousand spectators who filled 
the grandstand and bleachers and 
swarmed along tb« sidelines. Time 
and again the McOill squad carried 
the play to the Presbyterian territory, 
only to be held within a few yards of 
the goal line by the husky front de- 
fence of the TrI-oolor, while at tho 
other end the Queen's team failed to 
make good tu buck due chiefly to 
the «x'cellent kicking of Flanagan at 
centra b^lf, who time and again saved 
dangerous situations by his Iode 



punts, which were made more effec- 
tive by the deadly tackling of the two 
Red and White outsides, Qordie 
NMcholson and "Punch" Parkins, who 
regularly nailed the player who 
caught the ball. 

During tho (first quarter, the 
Queen's squad fihowed up as |i for- 
midable HgiireB^tion. its heavy lino 
men cnntlnuiilly-, broko through the 
llghl' 1 McOill line for big gains, and 
while t!ie T!ed and White had pos- 
BeBs'nn of tho pigskin, succe«do.l in 
getting around and blocking many of 
the plays.

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THIS MUST CEASE 

It is with regret th«t we learn of a disgraceful incident which tooic 
p\ikt last Friday night, wh«n a party of i^esponsible students rushed 
a théâtre in this city and caused « general upfoar ' which narrowly 
averted becoming a panic in which lives might have been loSt. As 
It was several of the patrons of the hous* fainted anJ others were 
very much frightened by the rowdyism displayed. 

It is indeed unfortunate that the name of McGill, which has stood 
high in the estimations of most of Tne residents of Montreal, should 
be linked up with lawlessness and with conduct more befitting thugs 
than University students. If there arc any students here who regar I 
djaturhing the peace of others, interfering with their personal liborty 
and endangering their lives as fun and frolic they must be of stunted 
mental growth, and we would be far better without them. 

Let thé handful of men who^ere responsible for the affair of 
Friday night remember, that becatise of their actions, the whole stu- 
dent body stands convicted in the minds of the public of being an 
aggregation of rowdies and of "toughs." 

Not content with proving themselves more than r. nuisance at 
the theatre in question, the same band of men later disobeyed an 
Importan.t rule of the Union hy forcing their way into that building 
afttir it had been closed for the night.' 

The Students' Council feel strongly in this matter* and are deter- 
mined to countenance no such tactics as those displayed last Friday 
night. The few men here who have no moral responsibilities, who 
would for their own pleasure act in such a manner as to cast jliscredit 
on the name of McGill can have no pride in the University and the 
University is greatly ashamed of them. It is the custom for the 
Committee of Morals and Discipline to deal with ma^ers such aa 
these, what they will do in the present case we do not know, but we 
feel sure that few if any voices will be raised in defense of those 
guilty of last week's perpetration. 



THE ARTS SMOKING ROOM

K aeries of corridors leading to it ù partially blocked by a string of 
newly-erected lockers, the remainder of which are to be placed around 
ttle walls of the proposed king-room. 

An Interview with a. prominent member of the Arta Building Com- 
mittee brings to light the astonishing fact that the Committee is in 
AO wjiy responsible for these arbitrary changes. 

But the Arts students are patient and during the warm days of 
% October they will not complain oveffaucll at having to go outside the 
^ building to smoke. When the cooler weather comes, however, can 
■ anyone imagine for a moment that they will be content to crowd into 
a little space scarcely able to hold the veriest fraction of their num.
